travel and the crossjig of vehicles. 
All 
rails heretofore, in use aud which do not 
conform to tlie foregoing provisions, when 
removed for any other purpose than for or- 
dinary repair ot road-bed, stringers or ties, 
shall be replaced by those couformins to 
sa'd provisions hereof. 


ficctiou^.—No track iu use by any .street 
railroad shall be taken up or removed to 
another part of ihc same streel, or else- 
where, for temporary purposes, or other- 
wi-c. without permission of Ihc Board of 
J'ublic Works. 


Whenever any tnoh track is taken nn for 
temporary purposes, it shall i,e replaced 
promptly and with as little obstruction to 
tiavel as possible.
